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GENERAL REMARKS. 


Number 1. Spring, fall and winter terms taught by Mrs. Susie 
B. Hurd. Mrs. Hurd is too well Known as a teacher to need any 
extended remarks as to her qualifications from us. 

Number 2. Spring term was taught by Miss Mary A. Nichols. 
The school was satisfactory and good work was done. Fall term 
taught by Miss Julia A. Butter of North Walpole. It was her 
first school, and think she will make a successful teacher. Winter 
term taught by Miss Conchita L. Nichols. It was her first 
experience as a teacher. The examination showed that good work 
had been done, and was creditable to both teacher and pupils. 


Number 4. Spring term was taught by Miss Mary Wall of 
Millbury, Mass. She came well recommended, but the result 
was not ail that was hoped for. Fall term taught by Miss 
Marguerite A. Graves of Newport. This was her first school. 
She tried to do faithful work, and in part was successful. Winter 
term in charge of Mrs. Susie B. Hurd, and we speak for them a 
successful term. We were unable to find a teacher for wages we 
could pay, so this is the reason of the school being so late. 


Number 5. Spring term taught by Miss Nella A. Welch. This 
was Miss Welch’s fourth term in this district. Her usual success 
attended her efforts for the advancement and welfare of her 
pupils. Fall and winter terms both taught by Miss Clara A. 
Mitchell. Good progress was made, and like the spring term was 
a success in every way.- 


Another school year has closed and the annual report of the 
School Board is again called for. In looking over the work 
accomplished during the year, we think it compares favorably 
with that of past years. We find there is a great scarcity of well 
qualifled teachers in our towns, who are willing to work for the 
salary offered in our ungraded schools. We wish the parents 
would visit the schools in their districts oftener, so to know what 
progress their children are making. 

Mr. F. S. Sutcliffe, Superintendent of Newport schools, 
examined our teachers and made suggestions that would help 
them in their work. The advice and assistance of this able and 
competent specialist has greatly aided us to systemize the scheol 
work. And weare firmly conyinced that our schools would be 
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very much improved under skilled supervision and that the 
expense to the town to have asnperintendent of schools of our 
own would be money well spent. 

In the discharge of our duties to conscientiously administer the 
school laws according to our oath of office, we have had the 
co-operation of a majority of the parents. But the circumstances 
were such that it became necessary to call upon the State Truant 
Officer to come here and interpret the law as to the enforced 
attendance of all children of school age while the schools are in 
session. 

Through the efforts of the teachers, pupils and former pupils 
in division No. 1, a nice oak teacher’s desk has been purchased. 
This will make quite an improvement in the looks of the school- 
room and will be appreciated by the teachers for years to come. 

Thanking the citizens for their interest and co-operation and 
wishing for a successful school year in 1908, we conclude our 
report.
